WASHINGTON, March IS.—The interest 


in the house proceeding today centered in 
the expected debate on the resolutions to 
censure Minister Bayard for his last fall 
speeches. The galleries were crowded at 
the noon hour although the debate did 
not begin till 1.30. 


Mr. Hitt, chairman of foreign relations 


committee, favored the resolutions. He 
characterized the Bayard speech at Edin- 
burgh as a political diatiabe. Mr. Hitt 
took the ground that as a private citizen, 
Mr. Bay:trd had a right to deliver his 
opinions. As an official representative he 
had no ri:,'ht to utter words reflecting up- 
on his countrymen.

This morning Mr. Lonergan, of the 


clothing firm of Lonergan & Bissaillon, 
called at the TRANSCRIPT office and said 
that the trouble this paper was having 
with its printers was aflecting his business. 
He was asked if he was sent by the print- 
ers to talk with us; he said ho was not_ 
He said he had received one of those no. 
Uees, referi ing to the notices which have 
heen sent very generally among our mer- 
chants during the past few days, intimat- 
ing the desirability of applying the boycott 
to the TUAKSCRIPT, and which notices we 
understand were circulated in Adams by 
the paper carriers of the Herald of this 
city. 


It is well known to us, of course, as it 


should be to all good citizens, that the 
sentiments promulgated in the circular 
alluded to are by no means those of the 
worlhy and respected labor circles of this 
city. 


He said that after receiving the notion 


signed by a man named Thompson (who 
by the way will probably be best, recog- 
nised and sized up by our readers when 
they are reminded that he is tlie individ- 
ual who is distinguished as having been 
prominently identified with the sheet 
oilled "The Tom Cat," which appeared 
and disappeared here suddenly a few 
weeks since) they had sent for Thompson 
to come to see them. 


Thompson had impressed them with the 


value of the trade of the enemies of the 
TRANSCRIPT. Mr. Lonergan was briefly 
but very plainly given the facts of the 
case in the TRANSCRIPT office. Among 
other things he was told that the TBAK- 
bcmpT stood by its superintendent in the 
injustice done him when it was spread

How the Trouble Came 


About. 


BIFIEEX YEARS IX SEW

BJlliii|>ton Booth Suddenly Summoned to 


London. Concluded to Remain in This 
Country. Cod's American Volunteer;1,. 


Moneyed Men Stand by Ballington. 


The discussions which have arisen in 


the headquarters of the Salvation Army 
in this country are creating considerable 
interest at the present time and the out- 
come of the friction in the official nieeh- 
auiom ii awaited with no little specula- 
I'on. Doubtless there are many in this 
city who, tDough they may have already 
formed an opinion as to the just or unjust 
cause which has been the means of ex- 
citing such lengthy controversy between 
Gen. William Booth and liis son, Balling- 
ton Booth, will be pleased to hear from 
the actual seat of the war of words, and 
that, too, from a former resident of this 
city. 


A person who has been associated iuti- 


mntely with the army work in New York 
city lor the past fifteen years called at the 
TRANSCKIPT office yesterday on a friendly 
v.fcit, and when asked to give his version 
of the condition at the present time of the 
army at headquarters in New York, he 
did so freely. The substance of his talk 
was as follows : 


When General Booth came to this coun- 


tiy about a year ago from Londou, in con- 
ference with his son, BalliDgtoii Booth, 
commander of the American army, the 
subject 
of 
territorial 
changes 
Has 


b.oughtup. ComnianderBooth asked Ms 
father to give him six months notice if lie 
should decide to appoint anotner in his 
stead, in order that he migut adjust his 
personal affairs in this country. Much to 
his surprise, Commander Booth received a 
communication from headquarters ia Lon- 
don about six weeks ago, requesting his 
prfsence in that city. 
Surmising the 


cause of the request and the probable out- j 
come, he decided not to leave this country, 
and his resignation was tendered as com- 
mander of the American army. The posi- 
tion which Ballington Booth took brought 
him words of encouragement from all 
over this country and he was strongly 
urged to form an army which should be 
distinct from the regular army, and in the 
move he was assured of hearty support 
from moneyed men, not only in New 
York, but in different parts of the country. 
The trouble is due to a conspiracy which 
was found within the circle of officers 
surrounding the headquarters. 
Herbert 


Booth, another son of General Booth, 
located in Canada, had become jealous of 
his brother, and together with Commis- 
sioner Nichol of London as the head of 
the conspiracy, planned to have Balling- 
ton Booth transferred to other fields and 
take charge of the American army him- 
self. His plan succeeded so far as to se- 
cure the resignation of his brother, 
but his own appointment did not follow 
and he has since abandoned the com- 
mand in 
Canada. 
Booth Tucker of 


India is the successor of Ballington Booth, 
and to a degree the conspiracy had been 
successful. Ballington Booth is supported 
by the rank and file of the New York 
corps, and when the new organization, 
called God's American Volunteers, is 
fairly launched, a general secession is ex- 
pected to take place. 


Sweaters! 


THAT HUNGARIAN GIRL. 


Was She Imported Expressly to V/ork 


In the Mill? 


A German girl who is working as a do- 


mestic atGreylock was considerably In- 
terested in the care of a young Hungarian 
girl v> horn a Greylock man tried to ioist 
upon the c.iy when he found slie could 
not go to work in the mill \\ithout a 
school certificate. 
The case has been 


mentioned in the papers. It will be re- 
called that the man claimed the girl to be 
his niece, and that blie came over from 
the old country but a short time ago. He 
tried to set her to work In the Git'yloek 
mill, but the law requiring a certain 
amount of school atlendo nee on the part 
of children employed in the mills stood in 
the way, and when the man found that the 
girl could not be employed as be had ex- 
pected, he immediately wanted hei to bt;- 
come a public charge. The girl u ho was 
said to be 14 years old, but looVs younger, 
was placed in the care of Superintendent 
Allen of the lodging hou'-e to awr.it fur- 
ther investigation. 


The German girl above referred to sajs 


it is no uncommon thing for German fam- 
ilies emigrating to -the United States to 
take children from the poorhou-iCi in 
Germany and bring them to this country 
for the express purpose of putting them 
to work in the mills and living upon their 
wages. If this is true, it means th.il pau- 
per children aie being; imported into Liiis 
country to be no better than slaves until 
they reach an age that liberates tliem 
from the control of the luuuman people 
who pose as their parents ''for re\emie 
only." Therein no,certainty, of course, 
that the case of this Hungarian girl is one 
of this character, yet a man who is utti rly 
unable tu care ior a 11-year-old giri unless 
she can aC once go to work in a mill is 
hardly in a proper position to be calling 
his relatives from the other side of the 
water. It is possible that an investiga- 
tion of this case may show good ground 
(or returning the child to her native 
country.

Mews was received a few days ago of 
he death, at Valley, Cal., Feb. 29, of 
Idwin N. Clark, Borne of whose relatives 
ive in this city, and who is well remem- 
bered by many of our citizens. 


Mr. Clark was born at Clarksburg sixty- 


seven years ago and was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Clark. At the age of 
sixteen years he left home and went to 
iea, and he continued to follow a. sea- 
bring life until two years ago, being 
engaged during all those years in the 
whaling business. 
He sailed for many 


years from New Bedford, and while sail- 
ng from that port he married Miss Sher- 
man, the accomplished daughter of a 
well-to-do business man of that city. The 
jeculiarity of a whaling life is illustrated 
>y the fact that shortly after his marriage 
le went away on a voyage and was gone 
seven years. 
His wife bore him two 


children, but he never saw either of them. 
Both were born and died while he was 
away on the seas. 
His wife died about 


ihirty years ago. Later he married again, 
but his second wife has also been dead for 
several years. 


Mr. Clark was very successful as a 


whaler and rose to the position of captain, 
which he held for many years. He also 
>ecame the owner of a vessel and prose- 
cuted the business on his own account for 
a number of years, but he met with mis- 
fortune and his ship went down with all 
of his possessions, leaving him a poor man. 
He was shipwrecked twice during his 
career as a whaler and was familiar with 
all of the fortunes and misfortunes that 
attend the precarious calling he followed 
for about forty years. 


His last venture was gold mining in 


Mew Mexico. He got possession of the 
mine some years ago while on the Pacific 
coast, and finally concluded to abandon 
the sea and develop his property. He 
was working the mine in a small way and 
living iu a shanty. 
Recently he was 


taken sick, and it is believed that while 
he was in tnat condition frontier things 
entered his shanty and stripped him of 
whatever possessions he had. 
He then 


started for the home of a sister in Stock- 
ton, Cal., but was prostrated before reach- 
ing that place and died in a hospital. He 
did not tell the hospital authorities any- 
thing about his connections, and the loca- 
tion of this si»ter was disclosed by a letter 
found in his coat pocket after his death. 


F. P. Shaw, the sister's husband, will 


make a thoxough investigation of the cir- 
cumstances of his death and of the mining 
property he left 


Mr. Clark visited his relatives here sev- 


eral times after going to sea, his last visit 
having been made seven years ago, at 
which time an account of some of his ex- 
periences appeared in THE TRANSCRIPT. 
He had visited many parts of the world, 
including the Arctic regions, and could 
interest his listeners for hours at a time 
with tales of his adventures. The first 
sea lions ever plaoed in the lake in Lincoln 
park, Chicago, were captured by him, 
and several ot the same lot were placed in 
Cental Park, New York 


Mr. Clark leaves four slstets and three 


brothers, Mrs. Oliver A. Brown of this 
city, Miss Dolly M. Clark of Mt. Harris, 
W. T., Mrs. William Vial of Pittsfleld, 
Airs. J. M. Shaw of Stockton, Cal., Clar 
ence D. Clark of this city, Eugene Clark of 
Chicago and Charles F.Clark of Boston,

velopment That la Odd. 


The sugar loaf hoad is always that of 


tho degenerate and may bo that of a gen- 
ius. 
There is n certain branch of Indians 


not allied to any other Indians in tho coun- 
try that presents moro sugar loaf heads 
than any other community. They aro tho 
most interesting of the aboriginal races on 
this contiuent and live nt Fort Ruport on 
the extreme northern point oC Vancouver ! 
island. 
j 


The Kwakititls, as they oro called, havo 


ft most peculiar language, difficult to un- • 
derstacd. White men are rarely Been in 
this settlement, though a coaling schooner 
may now and then hlro a couplo of theso 
Indians to accompany thorn on a fishing 
expedition, as they aro extremely dexter- 
ous in tho handling of the spear. 
' 


In point of character thcso Indians aro 


very cousorvntive, adhering to tho old tra- 
ditions and religious beliefs they have pos- 
sessed for thousands of years. Missionaries 
have never succeeded in making any im- 
pression upon them, and they have boen 
given up as a lost causo long ago. Ono of 
the old traditions in regard to their origin 
is that they emigrated to this continent 
when it was still joined to Asia at a point 
where tho Bering straits are now located. 
Tho Kwakiutls havo no money, but use 
blankets as a means of currency. All tha 
money that seal shearers nro paid by tha 
captains of tho schooners is immediately 
exchanged for blankets at tho nearest sup- 
ply station. 


Marriages bclweon them are arranged 


an tho purchase system, and a certain 
Dumber of blankets is paid for a woman, 
varying according to tho station her father 
occupies in tho tribe. At the annual fes- 
tivities the headman or chief of tho village 
impersonates the supreme spirit, and the 
other leading tribesmen aro gods. All the 
men aspire to be gods, but they can coma 
into that enviable position only by marry- 
ing the eldest daughter of a man who 
holds the office which thoy desiro to fill. 
A squaw whosa father occupies a high ro- 
ligious position in tho trilio is n great catch 
according to the views of all the other men. 


While the sugar loaf head is one of the 


characteristics o£ tho tribe of tho Kwaki- 
utls, it is generally artificially acquired. 
Soon after a child is born its hf ad is tight- 
ly wrapped In bandages an!f compressed 
toward the top. When the boiios of the 
head are permanently shaped, tho bandage 
is removed, and tho sugar loaf head expos- 
ed to view. Tho most pointed and elon- 
gated heads aro considered tho most fash- 
ionable. Ono strange circumstance is that 
this artificial deformity does not impair 
them mentally or physically, so far as that 
doctrine holds good for semisavages.—Ex- 
change. 


The Poisonous Effects of Borax. 


Borax has boaome such a familiar house- 


bold artielo and enters into tlio composi- 
tion of so many things in ordinary uso 
that it is interesting to note some experi- 
ments of a French physician who has 
made exhaustive investigation into the 
qualities of this much used substance. 
Tho British Medical Journal says that 
"there aro a considerable number of per- 
sons peculiarly susceptible to borax. In 
them loss of appetite was succeeded by 
burning pain in tho pit of the stomach, 
dryness of tho mouth and eventually by 
nausea and vomiting. Borax also pro- 
duces a remarkable dryness of tho skin, 
which Is found to favor if not to causa 
various skin diseases, especially eczema. 
The hair also becomes dry and may full 
out, causing complete baldness. Tho most 
dangerous result of the uso of borax, how- 
ever, is its power of producing kidney dis- 
ease or of converting a slight disorder ol 
the kidneys into a fatal malady." 


In view of tho fact that, borax ns an in- 


gredient in hair washes is extensively 
used, this warning does not como amiss. 
It is not impossible that, as many of thu 
shampoo mixtures contain borax, this may 
account for baldness in men wiio hauitu- 
nlly indulge in shampooing at the bar- 
ber's. If eczema is tho result of a regular 
use of borax, tho question arises whether 
borax soap is not a menace to health and 
an article that should be restricted iu its 
employment.—Now Vork Ledger.

SHOOTING 'GATORS. 


LIVELY SPORT CONTAINING A D*SH 


OF GENUINE ADVENTURE. 


Hunting Alligators at Nlelit •< It la Car- 


ried on In South Florida — Tho True 
Sport II to Go After tho Saarlaas la a 


, DuBont, but It Una Element! of Dancer. 


A few years ago alligator hunting was 


BO popular in Florida that hundreds of 
sportsmen wont south to got a shot at a 
few of tho larga saurlans, bub when tho 
natives found that there was a commercial 
valno in their hides and teeth, the work ol 
extermination began with great zoal. 


Tho alligators are bunted by tho Indiana' 


and white men. 
Those great eaurinus 


have learned to avoid mankind and boats 
of any kind, and even in tho Carol! wilder- 
ness of south Florida they steal away from 
the noisy paddler. While many are still 
along the river St. Johns, it is rarely time 
passengers get a glimpse of ono from tho 
decks ol1 tho steamboats. They slide off 
tho logs or mud banks long before they aro 
sighted by the keen eyed visitors. 


Tho old way of hunting alligators by 


night is still carried on with more or less 
success in parts of south Florida. 
Tho 


hunters equip themselves with knives, 
rifles and bullseye lanterns and then seek 
Mia track of the alligators Hour tho lagoon 
as soon as It is dark. The alligator leaves 
a deep, plain rnt in tho Band as ho travels 
from one pond to another, and it is nn 
easy mutter to discover such a trull uncl 
follow it. 


The same track is used night af tor night, 


and by any number of t.he saurian s. They 
llko to take the old beaten track r.nd 
rnroly attempt to make a new one unless 
frightened away. 
They waddle along at 


nighttime and make such a noiso that tho 
hunters can hour them u longdistance off. 
The hunters remain quiot, couoealotl iu 
tho darkness, until several large follows 
aro close to them; then the light of the 
lantern Is turned full upon them. Tho 
bright rays of the light fairly paralyzo tho 
creatures, and they remain perfectly quiet, 
fitaring at the light with bulging eyes. 
Tho eyes are the targets for the huutors. 
It Is useless to attempt to puncture their 
tough skins with a rifle bullet. 
Tho ball 


would only glance off and the creatures 
escape. But if one is a keen marksman 
ho can send a ball straight at tho target 
and strike the brain of tho crawling rep- 
tile. If he misses his mark, tho alligator 
will turn tail and retreat. 


It Is no easy matter to capture tho crea- 


ture after ha has finally turned to floe. 
Tho heavy tail could knock tho life out of 
a man or break his leg. Clubbing over 
the head would do little good, and besides 
the animal might take a savage bito at 
you that would cause a serious mishap. 
Although quiet, slothful and cowardly on 
tho laud in tho daytime, the sauriaus aro 
savage and active enough at nighttime. 
They lovo tho darkness and can see much 
better than the hunter. 


The alligators are very migratory In 


their habits and love to travel from one 
pond of water to another. Formerly they 
did this In the daytime us well as at night, 
but they now rarely show themselves out 
of the water except after dark. In tho 
winter they become more restloss than In 
the summer, and they frequently travel 
long distances In largo flocks. 
If one is 


fortunate enough to strike their trail, he 
can do a great amount of slaughter. 


It takes some time for the creatures to 


get It into their heads that danger is ahead, 
and the flock will not change its course 
until a dozen or mare have been killed on 
the bloody trail. 


Tho size of Florida alligators has been 


variously estimated and reported, but it is 
rare that a very old fellow Is found in the 
south today. 
An old one will measure 


from 10 to 16 feet in length, and his tail 
will consequently bo a formidable weapon, 
measuring about half tho length of hia 
whole carcass. 


When lying in the mud apparently 


asleep, the approach of a small darky or a 
calf Is noted by tho saurian, and when 
within reaching di&tnnco the tall will fly 
around with tho rapidity of lightning, 
breaking the legs of tho prey and knock- 
ing him over. The reptile will then pouuco 
upon his victim and devour boni^, hnir 
and everything. If help should appear 
upon tho scene In tho shape of a rann or all 
angry bull or mother cow, tho groat reptile 
will crawl toward tho water, dragging his 
victim with him. In tlio \valer tho alli- 
gator is king of all he surveys, and H is 
risky work to attempt to follow au enrag- 
ed ono there. 


The true sport in the Everglades is shoot- 


ing alligators from tho small dugout. Tin 
great sauriaus can often lie found In con- 
bidoniblB numbers, on thu lags or mud 
batiks iusomo sunny cove. A good paddler 
will force tho boat up close to the creature. 
Tho eyes of tho animal aro small, and 111 
takes some time to locate them 
Thorn is 


n slight gleam in tho sunlight, and this 
forms the marksman's only target. It ro- 
quires a stoady hand to send thu ball houu 
true. If it hits the eye, tho alligator slides 
off the log into tho water and thrushes 
around for a few moments in groat style, 
ending up usually by turning over upon 
his back and kicking his last in this posi- 
tion . 


Naturally thu commotion startles tho 


rost of tho inhabitants of tho quiet cove. 
Scores of frightened birds shoot up iuto 
the air with wild screams, and numerous 
splashes in tho water show you how many 
other reptiles wore sleeping on logs. 


If by chance the croaturo is only injured 


and not killed by tho ri3o bullet, lie is lust 
«s apt to turn upon tho boat as ho is to 
slide to the bottom of tho pond. An pn- 
lagod wounded alligator in tho water is a 
formidable foo to encounter. His power 
for evil is tremendous. 
Whilo ho may ba 


at your mercy on land, the conditions are 
now just reversed.—New York World.

IU Use It 'Always Advantageous In Certain 


Forma of Disease. 


As a medicine I look upon fruit as a 


most valuable ally. When tho body is in 
that breaking up condition known as 
ecurvy, tho whole medical profession look 
upon fruit and fresh vegetables as the ono 
and only known remedy. I believe the 
day will como wheu ecienco will use it 
very much moro largely than it does now 
in tho treatment of many of the everyday 
ailments. 
Impure blood moans gout, 


rheumatism, skin diseases, rickets and 
other troubles. As it is proved that fruit 
will purify and improve tho quality of tho 
blood it must follow that fruit is both 
food and medicine combined. In fevers I 
use grapes and strawberries, giving them 
to my patients in small but frequent doses; 
oranges and bakod apples if tho others aro 
not obtainable. For rheumatism plenty 
of lemons are invaluable. 
White girls 


with miserable, pallid complexions want a 
quart of strawberries a day; whore these 
are not obtainable bananas, which contain 
much iron, are n good substitute. Proba- 
bly of all fruits the applu stands unrivaled 
for general purposes iu tho household. 
Either raw or cooked it can be taken by 
nearly everybody, and it contains similar 
properties to the^ither moro delicate fruits. 
To my mind tho poar is moro easily di- 
gested than tho apple and for outing un- 
cooked is superior to it. 
Dried fruits 


should bp usod wheu greon cannot bo ob- 
tained. 
1C soaked for u low hours bofuru 


cooking they mako a capital substitute! for 
fresh fruits, and they como cheaper to tho 
consumer. 


For preserving fruit I look upon bot- 


tling in glass bottles as the coming thing. 
Not by the uso ot chemicals, such us sal- 
icylic and boracio acids and the various 
preservatives mado from them, but simply 
by protecting it after cooking from the 
fermenting gorms In the atmosphere. It 
keops for years, turns out oven more pala- 
tablo than greon fruit and is equally di- 
gestible and contains all tho virtues ot 
freshly cooked fruit. Canned fruit is uuG 
so good. Tho acid of tho fruit dissolves 
up tin and lead from the tin, and 1 lu.vo 
eecii very sorious cases uf Illness as u ro- 
Bult. Besides fruit should be sold much 
cheaper in bottles than In tins, us tho bot- 
tlo can bo returned and used again.—Pop 
ulor Science Monthly.

ford Coldnby (Cherokee Bill), who was 
hanged h< re yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of his mother and sister, who 
stood on the gallows beside him, and a 
large connonrsa of spectators, was a 
most renu rkable character, and came 
from a remarkable family.

It is stated that the notes 
held by the Longs against the Rhoades 
was on money loaned the latter for 
building' operations. The failure of the 
Longs w said to have been caused by 
dullness of trade and an over stock of 
goods.

BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. ^ 


New York Assembly Committee Decides 


To Report the Armstrong Rill.

The committee, how- 
ever, determined that the time for ac- 
tion had come and decided to report 
the bill favorably with amendments. 
One of the amendments provides that 
bicycles carried as baggage need not be 
crated, covered or otherwise protected.

BATTLE SHIPS AND TORPEDO BOAT

Washington, March 18.— At yester- 


day's meeting of the house naval com 
Eftittee it was decided to recommend v 
the naval appropriation bill th* con 
struction of four battleships and fifteen 
torpedo boats. The battleships wll 
have a displacement of about eleven 
thousand tons and shall cost not to ex 
ceed (3,750,000 each, exclusive of ar- 
mament. The Appropriations to begin 
the work on the battleships will be in 
keeping with the amount which Secre- 
tary Herbert stated he could expend 
next year for that purporse. Five o; 
the. torpedo boats will bo of large size 
and will cost in the aggregate 8850,000 
while the appropriation for the remain 
ing ten, which will be of smaller dl 
mansions, will be 8800,000. In view oi 
the expedition with which boats of this 
character can be built, $1,250,250 of the 
entire amount will be provided for in 
the present bill. The large boats wil 
have a speed of twenty-six knots 
against twenty for the smaller vessels. 


Wanted Six IlattlesUlps. 


This conclusion was reached only af- 


ter a two hours' discussion participated 
in by the thirteen members present.

.INSURGENT STRENGTH. 


Their Army In Cuba Now Numbers About 


48,000 Men. 


Havana, March 14, via Tampa, Fla., 


March 18.—The present strength of 
the insurgent army is close to 43,000 
men. 
Cubans themselves estimate the 


number of men in the field as high as 
60,000 men, but even if unarmed camp 
followers, men in charge of provision 
trains, hospitals and camps were 
counted it is doubtful if that number 
could be found actually in service. 
There are thousands of Cubans who 
would willingly cast their lots with the 
patriot army, but lack of arms and am- 
munition prevents. 
The insurgent 


forces operate as a rule in zones or dis- 
tricts and are organized on military 
ines. The columns of Gomez, Maceo, 
Lacrat and Banderas are, however, 
.imited to no one province, but pass 
from one to another under direct 
orders of Gomez. The commander-in- 
chlef is now in Matanzas and the others 
lave re-invaded Havana province. 


Distribution According to Provinces. 
The distribution according to prod- 
uces is: Havana 10,600, Maatanzas 8,- 
500, Santa Clara 6.500, Santiago 5,500, 
Pinar del Rio 3.900, Camaguay 1,500 
Total, 42,800. In addition to the above 
ihere are innumerable local bands of 
Irom fifteen men to fifty, or even 100. 
These do not form part of the fighting 
lorce and should not be counted on as 
jart of the army. There main func- 
;ions are to carry out the orders of 
omez prohibiting the grinding of 


cane, the movement of troops and sup- 
ilies by rail, the shipment of provisions 
;o cities, the suppression of "platea- 
dos" who rob, burn and commit other 
crimes. These small bands serve as 
recruiting agencies, and when they 
grow two large for local operation they 
are attached to one of the army col- 
umns. Of the army proper fully two- 
.hirds are well mounted and about 
lalf are well armed. The others are 
armed with shotguns 
revolvers or 


only with the machete. 


Armed with Antique Weapons. 


Some of Maceo's men have old style 


muzzle-loading guns, and lead is so 
scarce that telegraph wire chopped iu- 
;o short lengths is used for the charge. 
Spanish surgeons have on several occa- 
sions reported soldiers wounded with 
>its of wire. The insurgents have a 
'ew pieces of mountain cannon cap- 
iured from government troops. There 
are perhaps *v dozen ol these guns 
which have been used with disastrous 
effect against the small wooden forts 
which the Spanish troops have erected 
at various points. The Cuban "army 
if liberation" as It is called, has grown 
,o its present size in the face of almost 
nsurmountable difficulties. From the 
>eginning it has been outnumbered by 
-he army of Spain in the ratio of never 
ess than 4 to 1. It has escaped anni- 
hilation in many encounters when am- 
munition ran out. 
It has lived on 


orage, been almost constantly under 
ire, and is to-day a reckless, dare- 
devil army with but one idea in view, 
and that is to free Cuba, What comes 
after is not given a thought.

IMMIGRATION RESTRICTION. 


Hill Keported Requiring Consular Certifi- 


cates and Educational Ability. 


Washington, March 18.—The house 


committee on immigration has made a 
favorable report on the immigration 
bill of representative W. A. Stone, 
rep., Pa. The bill provides that no 
alien shall be admitted to the United 
States without a certificate from a 
United States consul to the country 
from which he hails that he is eligible. 
The bill also includes an educational 
test for persons between the ages of 
sixteen and sixty. Intending immi- 
grants between these ages must be 
able to read and write in some lan- 
guage. Females, however, are excepted 
from this provision. The last amend- 
ment was insisted upon by Chairman 
Bertholdt, rep.. Mo., who is a native of 
Germany, and throughout the discus- 
sion in committee has disapproved of 
anything at all sweeping in the way of 
restrictions. 


RATE OF WAGES RESTORED. 


Leblgh Valley Railroad Increases Salaries 


to the Scale Previous to 1893. 


Philadelphia, 
March 18. — It 
is 


learned that the 10 per cent reduction 
in wages made by the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad company in 1893 has been re- 
stored. The change, which was made 
by the board of directors to take effect 
March 1, will affect all salaried em- 
ployes from the president down re- 
ceiving more than 91,000 per year. The- 
original reduction of 10 per cent, in all 
salaries in excess of that figure was 
due to the reduction in the earnings 
of the company following its disastrous 
connection with the Reading and the 
return to the old salary rate is directly 
due to the present improvement in tht> 
earnings of the road. 


AFFAIRS IN CONGRESS. 


Senator Mllli To-day Speaking on the 


Cuban Belligerency liogolntlon. 


Washington, 
March 18.—Senator 


Mills, dem., Tex., to-day has the floor 
on the Cuban belligerency resolutions. 
In a four hours' speech Senator Mor- 
gan, dem., Ala., closed liis defense of 
the action of the committee on foreign 
relations in reporting- the Cuban reso- 
lutions. He replied to the criticisms of 
Senators Hale, rep., Me., and Hoar, 
rep., Mass., in connection with the 
statements f-om the Spanish minister, 
and he placed against those arguments 
on the side of Spain the statements of 
Quesada, the Cuban representative in 
Washington, and various other news- 
paper 
publications besides various 


written 
communications 
detailing 


stories of atrocities perpetrated in 
Cuba during the last insurrection. His 
speech occupied altogether about seven 
hours. Senator Pugh, dem., Ala., also 
brought to a close his speach in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. 


In the Honse. 


The house observed St. Patrick's day 


by devoting its session entirelv to the 
bill reported last week from the com- 
mittee on ways and means providing a 
revision of the customs administrative 
act of June 10, 1890, by making changes 
to sections 1 to 15 inclusive and 19 of 
the law. The bill makes the following 
changes: That invoices of merchandise | 
be made out in the currency of the 
country of exportation, instead of in 
the currency in which the goods were 
purchased; requiring the persons mak- 
ing oath to invoices in foreign coun- 
tries to do so before native officers 
authorized to administer oaths, so as 
to make them liable to prosecution for 
perjury; abolishing the 10 per cent, 
limit of undervaluation in invoices, 
and making the additional duties im- 
posed for undervaluation run with any 
increase 
of the appraisement; per- 


mitting appeals from tho finding of 
the general appraisers only on ques- 
tions of law; and providing that pro- 
tests of importers against the appraise- 
ment of the collector shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of S3. No substantial 
amendment was made to the bill, and 
after five hours' consideration in com- 
mittee of the whole it was reported to 
the house and passed without a di- 
vision. 


THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 


Princeton Team's Condition Will Depend 


on Kesult of the Trip to Greece. 


Princeton, N. J,, March 18.—Two 


men who will represent Princeton in 
the Olympic games at Athens April S 
to 15 have been in training for the 
event for some time past, but the con- 
dition in which they will appear at 
Athens will depend very much on the 
effect the voyage will have oa them, 
as but little time will be left after their 
arrival in Greece before the contests 
take place. Princeton will be the only 
American college to compete in these 
events, and all the men seem to feel 
the responsibility of their position. 
Prof. William glofl.no of Princeton has 
been one of the chief agitators on this 
side of the water in bringing about the 
revival of the old games, and it has 
been largely due to his efforts that 
Princeton has been able to send out a 
team. The suits which the contestants 
are to wear have arrived and were 
shown for the first time yesterday.
